The gathering was chaired by 
former FLU. president Hillyahu 
Mlath, and speakers included Prof. 
H. Finkel, dean of the Lowdermilix 
Dept. of Agricultural Engineering 
at the Technion, and the former Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Xerael, David 
Horowitz. They recalled Prof, Low-

LOS ANGELES (Ofns). — 
oe has Los Angeles become 
the rape capital of the world, 
when it’s supposed to be so free 
and easy out there? Why is the in- 
eldence of rape increasing? There 
are a lot of things we don’t know 
about rape. There's a need for more 
research, as well as changes in 
the law." The speaker is a woman 
who rims a “Rape Crisis Centre” in 
Washington, one of the growing 
number of alarmed and puzzled ci- 
tizens who are trying to do some- 
thing about mankind’s most-joked- 

about, least-understood crime. 
That they are succeeding in 
arousing public concern about the 
American attitude to rape was 
made plain in California the other 
week, when a judge who had be- 
rated a sobhing rape victim was 
soundly trounced when hecameup 
tor re-election. That they are not 
i much headway with Cali- 
fornia’s legislators was made equaily 
plain when the State Assembly's 
Criminal Justice Committee rejected 
proposals to amend outdated laws 
which put the victims, rather than 
the perpetrators, of rape, on trial. 
The case of the ungentie judge 
is a revealing one: he had ac- 
cepted guilty pleas from three men 
without trial and handed down 
“wrist-slap” sentences, remarking 
that the three were “very good boys 
from geod homes” who'd made ἃ 
terrible mistake, and upset their 
mothers. The 22-year-old hotel cash- 
ier who had been kidnapped, beaten 
and repeatedly raped by the three 
understandably didn’t think muck 
of this: tearfully, she complained 
that they would be free tocommit 
more crimes and promised “to tell 
the people of this city what kind 
of a judge you are. Judge Ber-

“A rape is committed in Califor- 
nia once every 20 minutes,” says 
State Senator Alan Robbins, author 
of a BHi which wouki do away 
with this mandatory “caution” to 
jurors, “Yet nine out of ten rapes 
go unreported, and many rape vic- 
tims refuse to testify against the 
rapist. Why? Because of the brutal 
treatment given in court to-s vic- 
tim, when she is asked in precise 
detail her entire sexual history. 
How many boy friends did she 
have? Did she ever have an extre- 
marital affair?” If the woman 
isn't pure as the driven snow, her 
story becomes suspect. 

And since the penalty for rape 
is so high (three years to life) the 
conviction rate is low, because 
juries are unwilling ‘to convict 
where doubt exists, and judges un- 
ready to impose the full rigour of 
the law. (Judge Glickfield's rapist 
was sentenced only to weekend 
terms in jail) 

More rapes and attempted rapes 
are being reported, police say, 
around the country. But convictions 
are hardly rising at all. In Califor- 
tia in one year there are about 
8,000 rapes reported, on an aver- 
age: of these. about half get as far 
as a trial. But only one rapist in 
ten is convicted; and of those, a

France can speak of Jean- 
Paul’ Sartre, America of Herbert 
Marcuse and Norman Mailer, Ger- 
many of Guenter Grass, England of 
Priestley but India of none. It is 
not just that these people are popu- 
lar in their fields but they also 
come forward to express their views 
on matters that affect them and 
society. 

In India the picture is exactly 
the opposite. Academics, writers and 
Political thinkers are satisfied to 
take a back seat in public affairs 
leaving the field free for quasi- 
literate politicians and demagogues. 
Tt is not unusual to see a huge 
crowd of people thronging to listen 


are iganaten to a es over semi- 


Indian intellectuals are not only 
reticent on certain matters but bend 


“a new alNance with 
working people and intellectuals.” 
At many convocations, statements 
are made appreciative of govern- 
ment policy leaving little room for 
dissent and frank discussion. 

Why? Perhaps Indian intellectuals 
lack intellectual honesty. In the 
words of Jean-Paul Sartre, they are 
intellectuals of bad faith. For 


mere hundred or so are actually 
put behind bars. That is a rate of 
little more than i per cent. This 
low conviction level stems largely 
from a preponderance of men on 
juries who seem to see rape as 8 
rather desirable institution, secretly 
enjoyed by the victim, Many males, 
who would not commit forcible 
Tape, subconsciously take pleasure 
in its existence. 

These atavistic rape fantasies are 
based in the desire to humiliate 
women, a wish that seems espe- 
cially potent in a society ike 
America's which makes a fetishof 

i . Woman must be kept 
in her place. As a male partici- 
pant in a discussion of rape put 
it recently: “You see a woman 
walking down the street, and you 
know she thinks she’s too good to 
talk to you. So one of the 
says, ‘Let's do something about it.’"” 

The impulse is age-oki, and uni- 
versal: literature and art are filled 
with extravagantly lengthy ac- 
counts of famous, or infamous, 
rapes, Zeus transformed himself in- 
to ἃ swan to rape Leda. Shakes- 
peare ig one of many poets who 
heave celebrated, in sonoroug ca- 
dences, what Τὶ did to the 
uppity Lucrece. Samuel Richard- 
son's nine-volume eiphteenth-cen- 
tury novel “Clarrisa” describes 
the fate of another stand-offish 
lady. Stanley Kowalski in “A 
Streetcar Named Desire" rapes his 
sister-in-law, Blanche, te “teach her 
8 lesson." 

Like the tens of thousands of 
present-day rapists, Tarquin and 
Stanley must establish complete as- 
cendancy over a woman to achieve 
sexual fulfillment. British author 
and psychologist Anthony Storr ex- 
Plains: “At the back of this desire 
to be intensely dominant is an in- 
ner feeling of weakness for which 
the sadism is a compensatory phe- 
nomenon.” The rapist’s refusal to 
allow the partner any say in the 
sttuation at all is an indication of 
an underlying fear of women, who

India was a feudal country where 
intellectuals were patronised and 
rewarded by feudal lords. The poli- 
tical set-up has changed but the 
master-slave mentality persists in 
various forms. Now, instead of feu- 
dal lords, there are politicians who 
distribute favours, and intellectuals 
are too eager to’ go in for easy 
options, 

Another reason for anti-intellec- 
tualism in India is the absence of 
periodical culture, There is no intel- 
lectual environment ‘in Delhi or 
in any other big city of India com- 
perable to Paris or other European 
capitals. There are intellectuels in 
India, but they do not know each 
other. Their careers are likely to 
be ruined through isolation or 
wrong kind of 


adopted, India becomes a country 
of anti-intellectuals, Very few are 
committed to the interest of the 
masses. They suffer from being, yet 
desire to be minorities. At odds with 
society, they fall back on private 
and kin loyalties and stubborn old 
codes. 

‘There are no panaceas and short- 
cuts to the problems of Indian in- 
tellectuals. They have to come out 


ji. of "their ivory towers and seek ac- 


tive participation in public affairs, 
However, it is not to suggest that 
an intellectual should become a po- 
Utical creature, toeing a particular 
party Hine. 

Instead, he shouki be a liberal 
force, judging every issue on merit. 
Excessive politicisation in every 
field, perversion of social values and 
erosion of freedom in academic and 
social life, are some of the issues 
that call for immediate attention. 

Ruling the country is the job of 
political parties. But how it is done 
is the concern of everyone, Winston 
Churchill once said, “Democracy is 
no harlot to be picked up in the 
street by a man with a tommy 
gun,” but in the absence of healthy 
participation by intellectuals, it is 
likely to become one. 


Rape — crime where the victim goes on trial 
‘MEDIEVAL’ LAWS 


must be rendered helpless before he 
can find release. 

Law enforcement officials be- 
lieve that the number of unreported 
rapes is several times as great as 
the number reported — 46,000 in 
the United States last year. If Los 
Angeles is the nation’s “rape capi- 
tal,” some psychologists suggest, it 
is because it is so “free and easy,” 
not in spite of that fact: the per- 
missive climate of Southern Califor- 
nia permits more males to tum a 
commen fantasy into reality. 

Who is doing all this? Anyone, 
say the experts: there is no pat- 
tern, no stereotype among rapists. 
Some are clean-cut, white-collar 
types; others are not. A, sociologi- 
cal study of 600 convicted rapists 
could trace no significant psycho- 
Yogical distinction between them 
and the population at large. “If 
they have hang-ups," says Califor- 
nia parole officer Alan Taylor, 
“they're the same hang-ups as you 
find outside.” 

A major drive towards reform of 
the law is gaining ground at both 
state and federal levels, despite 
strong opposition from some law- 
yers’ associations. They argue that 
the old laws should be retained be-~ 
cause many rape cases inyolve 
“outright fraud.” Lobbying on such 
grounds by the ‘California Attor- 
neys for Criminal Justice” hag so 
far held up rape Bills in the Calif- 
ornia Assembly, despite strong sup- 
port for reform from law officers, 
led by Los Angeles police chief 
Ed Davis, who calls the Present 
mules “absolutely medieval” 

But it is fom women themselves 
that the major thrust for change 
is coming: “rape crisis centres”. 
have been set up in many cities to 
offer advice and ald to victims; 
more and more women are studying” 
self-defence techniques and at- 
tending rape “speak-outs” across 
the country; books are appearing, 
lobbying groups forming, institu- 
tions being confronted with the 
facts.

The reasons for the chaos are many. The postal 
Service ig still run on antiquated Hnes and an at- 
tempt to mechanizse it a few years ago proved 
disastrous. The mail was channelled into the post 
offices of a few big cities where ft was to have 
been sorted by ultra-modern machines, but the Post 
Office never got round to putting in the machines, 
and the sorting offices concerned simply became huge 
bottlenecks. 

Apart from the ever-increasing volume of ordinary 
mail, the system is clogged with leaflets, usually 
asking for money, sent out by religious institutions 
which enjoy absurdly tow postage rates but are 
treated as first class mail. 

These problems have been compounded by a chronic 
shortage of staff and by repeated strikes and go-slows 
by postmen to demand the hiring of thousands more 
men and better working conditions. Each strike in- 
evitably créates a huge backlog of undelivered mail 
which takes weeks to sort out. 

Rome suffers especially: every time a new govern- 
ment is formed the Rome Post Office is flooded with 
hundreds of thousands of telegrams and letters of 
congratulation to new ministers and under-secretaries 
from constituents and favour-seekers, and everyone 
else’s mail is consequently delayed. 

The Ministry of Posts and Telecommunications had 
promised that maltters were in hand and the services 
would be functioning efficiently by Haster this year. 
The sorting system was being decentralised again — 
at least until the machines materialised — to cut 
out the bottlenecks, and 9,600 new men and another
